The Student Council has developed 
from a rather insignificant student organi- 


zation to an efficient, and respected body 
in practically every field of student en- 
deavor. T he Council’s aims are. serving 
in an intermediate capacity between the 
members of the student body and the 
Headmaster, and as a motivating force to 
build school spirit, school loyalty, and 
school citizenship among student members 
of the Academy. 

As an incentive to these latter aims, the 
Student Council has presented a Citizen- 
ship Shield to the school on which are to 
be inscribed annually the name of the bov 
and girl of the Senior Class who have 
exemplified outstanding characteristics of 
a good citizen. 

In a further effort to lead to their goal, 
members of the Student Council promote 
annually a freshman party in the fall, a 
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Christmas Formal Dance, assist in school 
rallies, represent the student body on the 
newly activated Athletic Council, analyze 
and recommend policies on school prac- 
tices. 

Also, to create a greater realization of 
some of the citizens' responsibility in so- 
ciety, a complete system of suffrage to 
be used for all school elections was de- 
vised and put into practice this fall. Too.

paign to raise a substantial sum of money 
which was donated to the Jackson Mem- 
orial Laboratory, recently destroyed by 
fire.

to meet the visiting teams on arrival and 
serve as representative host to the visitors 
during their stay on the campus.

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Camera Club 


With a record of eighty-five members 
and more cameras than ever before, the 
Gould Academy Camera Club started the 
school year 1947-48 with a slightly dif- 
ferent plan than has been followed in years 
previous to this.

With the return of many essential 
photographic supplies to the market, the 
club has been able to carry on demonstra- 
tions more extensively and provide prac- 
tice material for the members. 

Much of the success of the organization 
is due to the untiring efforts of Mr. Gayle 
A. Foster, faculty advisor of the club. He 
has for many years been an outstanding 
photographic instructor and exhibitor in 
Greenwich , Connecticut and New York 
City . He is a Past President of the Pic- 
torial Photographers of America and the 
Greenwich Photographic Society of Con- 
necticut and is the Maine delegate of the 
Photographic Society of America. The 
influences of his fine photographic back- 
ground have been sincerely appreciated by 
the Camera Club, to which he gives gen- 
erously of his time. 

Meetings this year were held every 
Wednesday. Officers elected were Lee 
Dyment, President; Mark Rines, Vice- 
President; George Terry, Treasurer; and 
Edwin Swain, Secretary. In addition to 
Mr. Foster and the officers, John Pater- 
son and Phil Hussey were on the Execu- 
tive Committee. Darkroom Committees 
were headed by Eddie Swain and John 
Paterson for Hanscom Hall and Holden 
Hall, respectively. Tim Terry headed the 
Sales and Finances Committee. Mark Rines 
had charge of the Program Committee, 
and Edwin Swain took care of the Print 
Committee. 

Among the new features of the club 
this year was the awarding of pins, en- 
graved with a camera and the club name, 
to certain members who had filled such 
requirements as twenty hours in the dark- 


room. developing roll film and making 
contact prints and enlargements from it, 
giving a lecture to the club, entering one 
of the contests, completing at least two 
salon prints for the annual exhibition, and 
developing and processing cut film, as 
well as spotting and mounting prints. An- 
other improvement initiated by the club 
last year and carried out to a greater ex- 
tent this year was making use of the East- 
man Kodak School Service's lectures and 
slides. Eastman has prepared a number 
of lectures, supplemented them with slides, 
and sends them to clubs enrolled in their 
program. The lectures were read and 
shown by members of the club. During 
the year the club has been brought to na- 
tional recognition by illustrated articles 
appearing in the “Portland Press Herald” 
and the June issue of “Popular Photog- 
raphy Magazine” . 

Meeting days were devoted to discus- 
sions and demonstrations on cameras, film, 
papers, filters, enlarging, toning, composi- 
tion, retouching, magazines, portraiture, 
contact printing, mounting, copying, 
color, Christmas cards, snow scenes, and 
print quality. More member-participa- 
tion in lectures was introduced with many 
of the members being responsible for the 
lectures and demonstrations. 

Usually one afternoon of the week is 
devoted to the production of pictures of 
campus happenings. Proofs are made on 
5x7 paper and displayed on a card in 
Hanscom Hall. Students desiring pic- 
tures sign up for them. In the darkroom 
these lists are tabulated and the pictures 
ordered are enlarged, developed, washed, 
and dried at the rate of about one-hun- 
dred every hour. The customers’ pictures 
are then clipped together and given to the 
club’s sales representatives. Rachel Brown. 
Gloria Cutting, Bert Fernald. and Edwin 
Swain, who distribute them to the cus- 
tomers. 

The Camera Club maintained two 
darkrooms; one in Holden Hall, built by 
Mr. Foster in 1943, and the other in 
Hanscom Hall. Most of the club’s work 
is done in the Holden Hall darkroom. 
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Here, over two thousand enlargements of 
campus events, formals, athletics, dram- 
atics, dorm parties, and the Carnival 
Weekend are produced each year. In ad- 
dition, the club also provides some of 
the photographic content of the * Blue and 
Gold" and " The Academy Herald It 
is also the policy of the club to take pic- 
tures at athletic contests showing the op- 
position to advantage, which are sent to 
the teams concerned. 

During Commencement Week the Cam- 
era Club presents its annual salon of mem- 
bers’ prints. The outstanding prints of 
past years are exhibited along with about 
fifty new mounted show prints. This 
show has always proved successful and is 
one of the highlights of the Commence- 


ment Week. During the annual Open 
House and Science Exhibit the Camera 
Club presents a public demonstration of 
the fundamentals of photography. 

Members who take a deep interest in 
this field find that the experience gained in 
the Gould Academy Camera Club dark- 
room not only gives them the background 
for a most enjoyable hobby, but is also 
the basis of a most profitable business. In 
practicing darkroom procedure, one must 
be careful, patient, and must be satisfied 
with only the best possible results obtain- 
able. but the satisfaction resulting from 
the production of a pleasing and satisfac- 
tory print is suitable compensation for the 
work put in on it.

Cross Country 


Fall of 1947 was a season of distinc- 
tion for Gould Academy’s third cross 
country team despite the fact that only 
three letter-men returned. Capt. Stinch- 
field, Hertell. and Jordan: but new ma- 
terial consisting of Hickcox. Hussey, Des- 
autels. Swan. Gray, Chadbourne, Put- 
nam, Coolidge and Buck plus two of 
last years representatives. Olson and 
Bayles. along with these lettermen com- 
bined with the alert coaching of Mr. Fos- 
sett. produced a team that came through 
undefeated. 

Results of the first meet at Andover on 
Oct. 1 5 bore no prediction for an unde- 
feated season: the sinuous path through 
the woods almost upset the Gould run- 
ners, nevertheless they came through.

On Nov. 1 2, the Gould varsity traveled 
to Rumford for a second encounter with 
a team they had once overwhelmed: this 
time the Huskies not only acquired an- 
other perfect score (15-50), but five of 
the varsity members had a chance to make 
a blanket finish as well as accomplishing 
a record run for the course. 

Mr. Fossett has kept the team under 
careful training without a rigid practice 
schedule: before the meet with the capable 
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Portland team the Huskies’ confidence was 
built up rather than their running effort. 
This was a season to be proud of — a sea- 
son which the Huskies hope to repeat. 

Only the loss of four members, Bayles.

Gould Wins County Championship 

Going into the Oxford County Tour- 
ney with a record of 1 1 wins against 2 
losses Gould Academy decisively defeated 
Mexico 51-34, Fryeburg Academy 43-20. 
and West Paris 49-25 in successive nights 
to win the County Crown. 

For the third straight year Gould was 
selected for the Western Maine Tourney. 
In 1946 and 1947 they reached the finals, 
winning the championship last year. 
This year the Huskies were upset in the 
first round as they suffered their third de- 
feat in 17 games. 

The boys who will receive their G s 
are Seniors: Louis Wood. Capt. Dave Fos- 
ter, Ted Young. Quentin Hall. Jim 
Browne, Paul Wight, and Mgr. Lee Dy- 
ment; Juniors: Jerry Davis, Lawrence 
Bennett; Sophomore: Bob Hamilton. 


Jerry Davis broke the scoring record for 
a single season set by Wayne Allen with 
255 points in 1947. Jerry collected 258 
in three less games than were played last 
year. Other leading scorers were Bennett 
with 134 pts.; Hamilton 133 pts. ; and 
Young 93 points. 

The loss through graduation of Wood. 
Foster, Young and Hall will be keenly felt 
when the season of 1949 begins. For the 
past two years Foster and Wood have 
stamped themselves as outstanding guards 
in this section.

Gould finished in a tie for 
third only a tenth of a point behind the 
first place teams Lyndon and Burlington, 
but more important, they gained three 
points on the sixth place Lebanon skiers. 
Andover took the jumping on Saturday 
afternoon but Gould finishing second be- 
hind the first place jumps of Dick Ireland 
gained enough points to win when Leb- 
anon finished sixth. Charles Trembley of 
Lebanon established a new record with a 
leap of 107 feet but finished twenty-fourth 
when he fell on his second jump. 

At the ceremonies after the meet Dick 
Ireland was awarded the combined four 
event trophy and accepted for the team 
the championship trophy. 

In the final meet of the season held at 
Bridgton on Feb. 29 Gould captured the 
Western Maine Championship for the sec- 
ond straight year.

After a few days delay because of a late 
seasonal snowstorm, the' Huskies lost a 
slugfest to the South Paris Cardinals. The 
cold, raw weather hampered the players 
considerably throughout the game. 

At Mexico, May 10th: Gould 11 runs, 
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10 hits; Mexico, 5 runs, 7 hits. 

With Young pitching a fine game and 
some timely hitting by Croteau and Cram, 
the Gould nine won their first game of the 
season over the Pintos of Mexico. 

At Fryeburg. May 15th: Gould 1. run. 
4 hits; Fryeburg. 5 runs. 3 hits. 

Gould lost a close game to Fryeburg in 
their next campaign. Cram, of Fryeburg. 
had the situation well in hand while Gould 
used Young, followed by Parsons and 
Wood on the mound. 

At Gould, May 19th: Gould, 2 runs, 
6 hits: South Paris. 7 runs. 8 hits. 

In the next game Gould again lost to 
South Paris, a team which later won the 
Oxford County Championship. Parsons 
and Allen lead the Gould hitters. 

At Gould. May 21st: Gould, no runs, 
3 hits: Fryeburg. 6 runs. 9 hits. 

Again Fryeburg triumphed over Gould 
with Cram of Fryeburg turning in a 3 hit 
shutout against the Huskies, and striking 
out 10. 

At Norway. May 24th: Gould 1 1 runs. 
15 hits; Norway, 7 runs. 7 hits. 

The Huskies suddenly came to life and 
walloped Norway to the tune of 1 1 tc 
7. Croteau. Cram, and Parsons lead the 
Gould attack with extra-base blows while 
Rolfe worked on the mound for Gould. 

At Gould. May 21st: Gould 20 runs. 
14 hits; Mexico, 15 runs, 13 hits. 

In another slugging duel Gould bested 
Mexico by a 20 to 15 score. Both teams 
used several pitchers, and long hits for 
Gould included a home run by Dave Ben- 
nett. and a triple and double by pitcher 
Parsons. The big inning came in the 6th 
when Gould scored 8 runs. 

At Gould. May 28th: Gould 8 runs, 

11 hits; Norway 9 runs, 10 hits. 

By far the most exciting game of the 
season was the second Gould-Norway 
game. It was a close contest all the way 
to the final inning. Young and Rolfe 


pitched for Gould while Cram. Allen, and 
Wood hit well for a lost cause.

In an out-of-state game with St. Johns- 
bury, Vt., the Gould nine lost by a thril- 
ling 6 to 5 score. Rolfe and Parsons 
shared the mound chores for the Gould 
outfit. 

At Gould. June 4th: Gould, no runs, 
no hits: Gorham. N. H., 6 runs. 1 1 hits. 

Holmes, Gorham pitcher fireballed his 
way to a seven inning no-run, no-hit 
game on June 4th. 

At Gould. June 10th: Gould, 12 runs, 
14 hits: Alumni. 9 runs. 12 hits. 

On Commencement Week-end a large 
crowd saw the Gould nine beat its Alumni 
by a comfortable margin. Cram and Cro- 
teau were the heavy hitters for Gould 
while Dorian contributed three hits for 
the Alumni. 

Although the team won only 4 of its 
1 1 scheduled games, it showed promise as 
the season progressed. Coach Bowhay and 
his assistants deserve a lot of thanks for 
their coaching and time spent.

Track 


Starting the season with a number of 
letter men including Capt. John Brown 
and many new recruits. Coach “Joe” Rod- 
erick. ably assisted in the weights by Mr. 
Scott, again started to mold together a 
winning team. The team, the year before, 
had won the state meet and as usual every- 
one was working hard with that as their 
final goal. 

The first encounter came April 26 with 
Fryeburg on Gould’s own Alumni Field. 
As it was the opening meet, the boys were 
all keyed up and evgi the green ones had 
lumps in their throats. Jerry Davis paced 
the field by racking up 26 points and Dick 
Briggs climaxed the day by chalking up a 
2:07.6 time for the 880, a new school 
record. Thus when everything was over 
Gould was the victor 67-50. 


The next week Gould journeyed to 
Farmington to compete with Farmington 
and Phillips High. Rocky Giles won the 
440 and 880, John Brown took second 
in the 220, and Jerry Davis won the high 
jump, taking places in the javelin and 
broad jump as well. Gould didn’t fare as 
well in this meet, however, as they ended 
with ^8 points to Farmington’s 63 and 
1 1 for Phillips. 

The next Saturday Gould was host to 
an out of state team, St. Johnsbury, Vt. 
The “Blue and Gold” defeated them 71- 
46 by taking nine firsts out of thirteen 
events. Jerry Davis was again high point 
man with two firsts, three seconds, and a 
third, making 20 points. Other double 
winners for Gould were Rocky Giles with 
firsts in the 440 and 880 plus a third in 
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the high jump and Capt. Brown winning 
the 100 and 220. This started a winning 
streak and from here on in the team 
clicked. 

The following Friday Rumford and 
Mexico came to Gould and as we took 10 
firsts, along with many other seconds, 
thirds, and fourths, Gould took them in 
a decisive victory. Capt. Brown, Dick 
Ireland, Rocky Giles, and Jerry Davis 
took two firsts each and Dick Melville 
joined them by winning the mile. The 
other first place was a four way tie between 
Davis, Giles, Ireland, and Nadeau of Rum- 
ford. The results were Gould 86 2 3 
points, Rumford 50 1/6, and Mexico 

6 2/3. 

On May 12 the Gould J.V.’s. took on 
South Paris and Gorham. New Hampshire. 
It was held after school on Monday after- 
noon in a high wind and the boys strug- 
gled valiantly but when the last race was 
over Gorham led with 58.5 points. Gould 
43 1/6, and South Paris 30 1/3. The 
meet was a success, however, as it gave the 
men who had not participated much be- 
fore a chance and also experience. 

On May 24 Gould met and defeated 
Wilton at Bethel, winning seven firsts to 
Wilton’s four. Scoring for Gould in 
double figures were John Brown 1 1, Dick 
Ireland 12, Rocky Giles 13, and Jerry 


Davis 14. Along with the others these 
added up to Gould 65, Wilton 34. 

The following Saturday was another 
big day as Gould was host to the Oxford 
County Track Meet. It ended with Gould 
the winner with 66 points. Fryeburg 46.5, 
Rumford 27.5, So. Paris 2. and Mexico 1. 
But this was but a small spoke in the 
wheel as the next week was the state meet. 

After one more final week of practice 
we headed for Waterville. Again Jerry 
Davis paced the field by winning the broad 
jump, the high jump, and set a new class 
B record in the discus of 129*5.5 giving 
us fifteen points to start with. Dick Ire- 
land added 3 more from the hurdle events 
and Rocky Giles 1 3 of a point by tying 
for third in the high jump. Everything 
was excitement during the final event, as 
Gould led Traip Academy by 1/3 of a 
point and Farmington by 1 point, but 
neither Traip nor Farmington had anyone 
in the finals of the javelin so we forged 
ahead to 19 1/3 points as Bob Adams 
pulled down a fourth. T hus Gould won 
the State B Championship Cup for the sec- 
ond year in succession and as the cup must 
be won successively for three years to be 
kept permanently, this year’s team will do 
its best to retain it in the Gould trophy 
case.

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Athletic Council 


A new type of Athletic Council has 
been organized this year. Its main pur- 
pose is to formulate the policies under 
which the athletic system of the school, 
concerning both intramural and inter- 
scholastic sports, will operate. It also 
judges applicants for athletic awards and 
takes part in similar activities connected 
with the athletic program. 

The Council consists of five permanent 
members and five members who serve a 
term of one year only. The permanent 
members are Headmaster and Chairman, 
Mr. Ireland: the Faculty Director of Ath- 
letics. Mr. Anderson: the Bursur, Mr. My- 
ers: and the Physical Education Directors 
for both boys and girls, Mr. Roderick and 
Miss Stallwood. Of the other five mem- 
bers serving a one-year-term, three are 
elected by their respective organizations 
and two are chosen by the Athletic Coun- 
cil itself. The three chosen by their own 
organizations are Jerry Davis, represent- 
ing the Student Council. Martha Crocker, 
representing the Girls’ Athletic Associa- 
tion. and Mr. Scott, chosen by the faculty. 
The other two members arc chosen from 
the Board of Trustees and the Alumni 
of the school. Neither of these was ap- 
pointed this year by vote of the Council. 
It was decided that these members would 
not be appointed until next year in view 
of the fact that the Council is newly or- 
ganized and has not. as yet, begun to func- 
tion effectively. 

1 he Council has held only one meeting 
this year: therefore relatively little has 
been accomplished, although many articles 
were introduced and voted upon at this 
meeting. It was voted that the Council 
hold three meetings each year, plus other 
meetings to be called by the Chairman 
when deemed necessary. The first meeting 
shall be held at the close of football 


season in order to approve the football and 
cross country awards and the basketball 
schedule. The second shall be held at 
the close of the basketball season in order 
to approve awards for that sport and the 
baseball and track schedules. The third 
and last meeting shall be held at the close 
of the baseball season in order to approve 
awards for the spring sports and the foot- 
ball schedules for the next fall. 

The basketball schedule and officials 
were also approved at the first meeting: 
this year certain regulations concerning 
pep rallies and sportsmanlike conduct both 
by players and spectators at this school and 
other schools were adopted: a regulation 
was approved stating that this school will 
compete in Athletic Contests only with 
schools which respect the principals asso- 
ciation rules of the state in which they are 
located concerning the competing of five- 
year men on high school or preparatory 
school teams: applications for both the 
New England Ski Meet and the County 
Basketball Tournament were approved, 
and dates were set for these events: a date 
was set for the Carnival: a new system of 
meeting visiting teams was approved 
whereby the Student Council obtains by 
mail from the visiting team, the estimated 
time of arrival and the number to be pres- 
ent. Some student or committee of stu- 
dents is then appointed to meet the visit- 
ing team and stay with them while they 
are on campus. After basketball games 
visiting teams will be served cocoa and 
sandwiches in the home economics cottage. 

In the future this new Athletic Council 
hopes to produce a profound effect upon 
the Athletic program here at Gould, build- 
ing up better relations between schools, 
and promoting good sportsmanship both 
on and off the atheltic field.

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Boys' Physical Education 


As in previous years, the boys in the 
two upper classes had regularly scheduled 
physical education classes daily, while 
those in the two lower classes had the 
regular classes and corrective classes for 
improving posture on alternate days. 

Under the capable direction of “Joe 
Roderick, much is accomplished during 
the course of a year. As well as receiving 
plenty of healthful exercise, each boy re- 
ceives a great deal of individual attention. 
Every spring and fall each boy is given a 
strength test, some parts of which are il- 
lustrated in the upper right hand corner 
of the picture page, and his strength index 
is then determined, making a basis for 
comparison. These tests make it possible 
to trace the physical improvements of a 
boy during his years at Gould. Also, at 
the beginning of every year posture pic- 
tures are taken, and imprints are made of 
the boys’ feet, as in the second picture 
down on the right side of the page. 1 hese 
are discussed with each boy and then put 
on file for future reference. Special exer- 
cises are suggested for defects, and those 
in the lower classes who need it have a 
corrective class every other day in which 
to do these exercises. A few of these ex- 
ercises are shown in the second picture 
down on the left hand side of the page. 

Much time and energy, especially in 


the two upper classes, is spent on physi- 
cal fitness. A daily exercise routine, as 
pictured in the upper left hand corner, fol- 
lowed by a few “laps” around the track, 
although tiring, can help a lot in building 
those bulging muscles. The effect of 
these exercises is often astonishing when 
the two upper classes take their monthly 
tests, made up of various exercises. But it 
is not all hard work. The lower classes, 
like the group on the left of the page go- 
ing through a basketball routine, learn 
athletic foundamentals. 

Tumbling proves to be fun both on 
the mats, as in the lower left, and on the 
tramp-o-line, as in the lower right, and 
in their respective seasons “touch foot- 
ball, basketball, and softball, which are a 
welcome change. Some find their greatest 
enjoyment in the indoor courts. In these 
courts, as shown by the other picture on 
the right, and the two in the center at the 
bottom of the page, are played games of 
battle ball, volley ball, badminton, squash, 
and handball. There always seems to be 
something to do that is fun. 

In the spring of the year the boys per- 
form stunts, such as the one in the center 
of the page, in their annual exhibition, 
and in this way another year of fun and 
agony ends for the boys at Gould.
